RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 21st August 1952 
Subject: — Appointment of a Committee of Experts for 

the Standardisation of Veterinary Biological Products. 

No. F.5-118/62-L. — With a view to promote the 
production of Veterinary Biological Products in 
adequate quantities for .the most effective and 
economical mass prophylactic immunization of cattle 
and to co-ordinate with the progress of research in 
veterinary science, the operations of units manu- 
facturing veterinary biologicals under the control of 
the Central and State Governments, the Government of 
India consider it desirable to survey the present position 
in India In respect of the production and use of veteri- 
nary biologicals. It is also essential that the units 
manufacturing veterinary biologicals should satisfy 
minimum standards of operation and conform to 
recognised standards of quality, potency, purity and 
safety in the absence of which untested and 
unstandardised products are liable to prove worthless 
and cause disastrous consequences. To the extent that 
standards of preparation and quality have not been 
established for the biologicals manufactured in India, 

it is advisable to establish and enforce standards. 

\ 

2. In order to enquire into these and allied problems 
Government of India have decided to appoint a Com- 
mittee of Experts with the following terms of refer- 
ence : — 

(i) to survey the nature and range of veterinary 

biological products manufactured in and 
imported into India and the methods employed 
in their manufacture; 

(ii) to recommend minimum standards of the 
techniques of preparation including the packing 
of products; 

(111) to recommend standards of quality to which 
the products should conform; 

(iv) to recommend tests for the safety, purity, 
potency and keeping quality of the products; 

(v) to examine the necessity of licensing production 
so as to ensure Inter alia centralisation of the 
production of specified biologicals in different 
laboratories, and an economic division of 
functions among the different producing units; 

(vi) to examine the need for special legislation for 
controlling production and quality and imports 
and exports of Veterinary Biologicals and the 
practicability of including veterinary biological 
products within the scope of Drugs Act, 1940, 
for attaining the objects in view; 

(vii) to examine the necessity and recommend the 

constitution of an all-India Veterinary Board or 
a Standing Committee on Veterinary Biological 
Products for implementing the recommenda- 
tions made; , 

(viii) to examine the need for the establishment 
of a Central Control Laboratory and to deter- 
mine its functions.

No. F. 19-84/52-G.I.— On the application and with 
the concurrence of the Board of Administration acting 
in the administration of the Charitable Trust for the 
establishment and maintenance of what is known as 
‘The Lawrence Memorial School (Lovedale) Fund’ the 
Central Government in exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by sub-section (2) of section 6 of the Charitable 
Endowments Act, 1890 (VI of 1890), hereby makes the 
following modifications In the scheme set forth 
in the Schedule annexed to the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Defence notification No. 778-A, dated 
the 14th May, 1949, namely: — 

1. In the said Scheme: — 

For clause 0, the following clause shall be substi- 
tuted namely: — 

"(1) The Fund and its affairs shall be managed and 
administered for the purposes aforesaid by a Board 
of Administration composed of:-— 

(a) The Secretary to the Government of India, 
Ministry of Education, who shall be the 
Chairman. 

(b) The Secretary to the Government of India, 
Ministry of Finance, who shall be the 
Treasurer of the School. 

(c) The Secretary to the Government of India, 
Ministry of Defence, and 

(d) Four other members to be nominated by the 
Government of India. 

(2) Any of the ex-officlo members named at (a) to 
(c) above may, if he is unable to attend a meeting, 
depute for that meeting only an authorized representa- 
tive on his behalf and such representative shall exer- 
cise the full powers which the member may himself 
exercise In relation to that meeting. 

(3) The Principal, Lawrence School, Lovedale shall 
be the ex-officio Secretary but not a member of the 
Board. He shall exercise such powors and perform 
such duties as may be delegated or assigned to him by 
the Board generally or specifically.” 

2. In clause 7 , 

(a) in sub-clause (1) for the words "the tenure of 
membership of the non-official members will be pres- 
cribed by the Central Government.” the following 
shall be substituted, namely:— 

“the term of office of members other than ex-officio 
members, will be three years, provided that a member 
whose term of office has expired shall be eligible for 
re-nomination.” 

(b) for sub-clause (3), the following sub-clause shall 
be substituted, namely: — 

“(3) A member of the Board, other than an ex- 
officio member, may resign his office by a letter 
addressed to the Secretary to the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Education, and the 
resignation shall take affect as soon as it has 
been delivered to the latter," 

3. In clause 9 — 

(a) In sub-clauses (1) and (2), the words "subject to 
the control and directions of the Central Government” 
shall be omitted, 

(b) In item (a) of sub-clause (2), the following words 
shall be added at the end, namely: — 

“and to enter into agreements wilh the Central 
Government, or with a State Government or 
with both to take over and acquire by purchase, 
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gift or otherwise immoveable properties or 
funds of endowments or grants on such 
conditions as may be agreed upon mutually.” 

(c) in item (f) of clause (2) after the words "any of 
its powers”, the wordfe "to the Principal of the School 
or" shall be inserted; 

(d) after item (g) in sub-clause (2) the following items 
shall be added at the end, namely: — 

"(h) to determine the cadre and grades of the staff 
employed in connection with the working of 
the School, to create or suspend or abolish posts 
and to fix the emoluments and terms and 
conditions thereof; 

(i) to appoint members of the staff and to Impose 
penalties on them in accordance with the rules 
to be made in this behalf by the Board and to 
grant extensions of service to staff.” 

(e) for sub-clause (3), the following sub-clauses shall 
be substituted, namely: — 

“(3) the Board shall meet at least once In every 
three months and a copy of the records of all 
the proceedings of the meetings shall be 
furnished to the Central Government in the 
Ministry of Education. 

(4) the Board shall submit annually, within seven 
months of the closing of the previous financial 
year to the Central Government in the Ministry 
of Education, a report on the work of the Board 
during the previous year, together with an 
audited statement of accounts showing the 
income and expenditure In the previous year 
and budget estimates for the ensuing year.” 

4. Clause 13 shall be re-numbered as clause 15, and 
after clause 12 the following clauses shall be inserted, 
namely: — 

“(13) The Board shall define the powers and 
functions of the Treasurer of the School so as 
to ensure efficient management of the finances 
of the School. 

(14) Where any Provident Fund is constituted by 
the Board for the benefit of Its officers or other 
servants, the Central Government may declare 
that the orovislons of the Provident Fund Act. 
1925 (XIX of 1925). shall anply to such Fund 
as If it were a Government Provident Fund.”

The organisations 
will be eligible for Associate Membership according to 
the procedure laid down by the Government of India, 

(iv) The affairs of the National Commission will be 
managed by an Executive Board which shall consist of 
11 members. The Constitution of the Board will be as 
follows : — 

1. Educational Adviser to the Government of India. 

2. Indian Member of the Executive Board of Unesco, 

If any. 

3. One representative of Associate Members. 

4 to 9. Two representatives of each of the three 

Sub-Commissions, 

10 and 11. Two nominees of the President of the 
Indian National Commission. 


(v) The term of office of members of the Executive 
Board will be for three years from the date of appoint- 
ment, and no member, except in an ex-officio capacity, 
shall be a member of the Executive Board for more 
than three consecutive terms. 

(vl) The Educational Adviser to the Government of 
India, Ministry of Education will be the Chairman of 
the Executive Board, and will preside at Its meetings, 
but when the President of the Commission is present 
at a meeting of the Executive Board, he shall act as 
Chairman of the Board. 

(vii) The term of office of members of the Commission 
will be for three years from the date of appointment. 

(viii) The Indian National Commission will be 
attached to the Ministry of Education and the Secretary 
of the Commission will be on official of the Ministry of 
Education nominated by the Minister for Education. It 
will be the function of the Secretary to prepare the 
agenda for its meetings and to attend to all work 
relating to the Commission.
